fo2 P2izing of Wines it is P2ovided, That the Lo2d Chancelloz, Loꝛd Lreaſurer, Loꝛd Pzeſident- 
ofthe Kings moſt Honourable Council, Lo2d pꝛiby Seal, and the Loꝛd Chief Juſtites of either 


Third, by this His Royal ——— doth publifh and detlare, That foꝛ one pear next following, to be accounted as 
aloꝛeſaid, Canary Wines, Allegant and uſtadels be not ſold in groſs at above Thirty two pounds the Butt oz Pipe, 
and at Eleven pente the Pint by retail; and that Sacks and Paligos be not fold in groſs at above Twenty four 
pounds the Butt, and Eight pence the Pint by retail; and that French Wines be not ſoldin groſs at abobe Twenty 
thꝛee pounds the Tun, and Eight pence the Quart by retail; andthatRheniſh Wines be not ſold in groſs at above 
Six pounds the Ame, and Twelve pence the Quart by retail, and accozding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions fo2 greater 02 lefſer 
quantities, either in groſs oꝛ by retail: which Bates and Pꝛizes His Pajeſties Pleaſure is ſhall be duelp obſerbed in all 
His Poꝛts and other places within this Realm where Wines are landed, and within Ten miles of thoſe Pozts and 
plates. And it is His Majeſties Pleaſure, That in places where Wines by Land: tarriage ſhall beconveyed moze then 
Ten miles from the next Poꝛt, the ſeveral ſoꝛts of Ulines afozeſaid,ſhall and may be ſold accozding to the Rates afozeſaid, 
with an allowance not exceeding Four pounds the Tun, and one peny the Quart foꝛ the carriage thereof upon land 
every Thirty miles, and accozding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Bates; Straitly Charging and Command⸗ 
ing ſuch ol his Subjects and others whom it ſhall concern, that none of them during the time afozeſaid, pꝛeſume to 
ſell any of the ſaid Wines in groſs oz by retail, at higher Rates then by this His Majeſties Pꝛotlamation are ap- 
pointed, under the Fozteitures and Penalties mentioned in the ſaid Statute, and other the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm Oꝛdained in that behalf, and ſuch further Pains and Penalties as by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm 
tan o2 map be inflicted upon wilful contemners of His Majeſties Royal Command and Pꝛotlamation. And is Ha⸗ 
jelty taking notice by repzelentation from the ſaid Loꝛds, of great diſozder in managing the Trade of Wines at the 
Canaries, by inhanting the P213es thereof, and by dꝛibing the ſame with much leſs Expoꝛtation of the Commodities ot 
the Gzovoth and Banufacture ot this Kingdom then fozmerly, to the decay of the Stock thereof, doth hereby Declare, 
and His expꝛefs Will andPleaſureis, That no Cane In ſhall be permitted to be ſoldin this Kingdom at above 
Six and twenty pounds the Pipe, from and after the Firlt day of February, which ſhall be in the year 664. And His Paje- 
{ty doth alſo Declare, That He intends afterwards to reduce the Pꝛite thereof: Hereby Requiring and Commanding all 
Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Juſtites of Peace, Merthants, and Traders to the Canaries, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other 
Dfficers of His ajeſties Pozts, and all others whom it ſhall concern, diligently to obſerve, take notice of, and attend 
the execution ot this His Royal Pleaſure, and to give Pnfoznation.to theLozds and others of the Pꝛiby Council, of the 
Delinquents, that they may be pꝛoteeded againſt, and receive puniſhment attoꝛding to their demerits. | |
